Veterinarian 
Asks Ban To 


Curb Disease 


Hoof-Mouth Disorder 
Is Feared By State 
Agricultural Leader 


COLUMBUS, July 30 — v-T—An 
embargo on all shipments of hog* 
into Ohio appeared probable Wed­ 
nesday. 


The state’s chief veterinarian, 
speaking before 
a special awin# 
health conference, declared the em­ 
bargo should be considered. 
Dr. Harry G. Geyer. chief 
a f 
the animal industry division of 
the state agriculture department, 
made the suggestion at the start 
of a discussion among 
federal, 
state and industry officials meet­ 
ing on the state fairgrounds. 
Geyer offered the embargo aa 
one possibility that should be dis­ 
cussed in drafting a program to 
combat the threat of a new hog 
plague, vesicular exanthema. 
A proclamation by Gov. 
Frank 
J. Lausche would be 
needed 
to 
make the proposed embargo effec­ 
tive—a procedure followed earlier 
this year during an epidemic of 
hog anthrax. 
The proposed ban would have 
considerable effect on the sched­ 
uled swine abow g* th # Okie Stat* 
Fair next month.

THE EMBARGO would apply to 
all incoming hogs, except 
thee# 
destined for immediate slaughter. 
No sure case of the disease, ve­ 
sicular exanthema, has been found 
in Ohio, said Geyer, but on# sus­ 
picious case is under Investigation. 
He said federal and stat# offi­ 
cials have been testing several days 
without being able to determine if 
the animal really has th# disease. 
A herd of Franklin County hogs, 
shipped from New Jersey where 
the disease 
is 
heavy, is 
under 
quarantine. 
There are three vesicular dis­ 
eases—hoof and mouth disease 
which 
affect* 
only 
cows 
and 
hogs, vesicular stomatitis that af­ 
fect* cows. bogs and horse*, and 
vesicular exanthema that affects 
only hogs. 
In order to determine what dis­ 
ease, if any, is present, the stat# 
must buy two cows, two hogs and 
one horse. They binoculate one cow 
in the muscles and one by rubbing 
the virus inside the mouth. They 
innoculate two hogs the same way. 
They mnocuiate a 
horse 
in 
th# 
muscle. 
If both cows get the disease, it 
is foot and mouth disease. If only 
the cow* inoculated by mouth sick­ 
ens. it is vesicular stomatitis. 
lf the horse doesn’t get it and 
neither cow gets the disease, but 
both hogs do, it must be vesicular 
exanthema. 
This 
is a costly identification 
method and \( many cases break 
out similar acton is necessary in 
each case 
so veterinarians 
will 
know which disease to combat. 
It’s a new hog malady for Ohio, 
which just recently cleared up its 
last case of anthrax. That disease 
killed hundreds of Ohio hogs. 
Vesicular e x a n t h e m a , which 
started in California, has spread to 
about a dozen states, according to 
Geyer.

WASHINGTON, July 30-iJt-T he 
FBI has documentary proof that 
the Communist Party in the United

Hoover, by the Senate internal 
security subcommittee headed by 
Sen.

it says William Z. Foster, chair­ 
man of the Communist Party 
in 
this country, in July 1949 called the 
writings of Stalin, Lenin, Engles 
and Marx “ Communist classics ac­ 
cepted by all Communist parties 
including our own. We American 
Communists apply them strategic­ 
ally and tactically in the need of 
specific American conditions.”

report then 
quotes 
from 
these 
“ classics,” 
asserting 
that 
“ Lenin and Stalin both specifically 
reject ‘peaceful means'—both in­ 
sist on the 
necessity for violent 
revolution.”

TUE FBI SAID Stalin, in his book 
called “ foundations of 
Leninism” 
published in 1939. wrote that Marx, 
a 19th century theorist and one of 
the founders of Communism, be­ 
lieved there was an outside chance 
for a peaceful Communist revolu­ 
tion in the United States and Great 
Britain. 
Stalin rejected 
this 
view, 
the 
FBI said, and wrote: 
“ The 
proletarian revolution 
is 
impossible without the forcible de­ 
struction of the bourgoise (middle 
class) state machine, and the sub­ 
stitution for it of a new one.” 
Lenin, 
Stalin’s 
predecessor as 
leader of Communist Russia, was 
quoted in the FBI report as saying 
that only “ a swindler who juggles 
with quotations 
and 
references” 
would read 
peaceful 
intent 
into 
Marx’s words. 
These are some of the writings, 
the FBI said, that are circulated 
daily by U. S. Communists as doc­ 
trine “ adapted strategically and 
tactically” to their program.

I witnessed the Republican Convention 
from the Conrad Hilton Hotel and the press 
box in the Amphitheater in Chicago. I wit­ 
nessed the Democratic Convention on tele­ 
vision at m y farm in the Berkshire.*?, sup­ 
plemented by long distance telephone. 
I heard the speeches at the Democratic 
Convention better than I could those at the 
Republican Convention. I was not constant­ 
ly being disturbed by side conversations, 
by colleagues walking in and out, by the 
clatter of typewriters and teletypewriters, 
by the rush of photographers and the con­ 
stant running back and forth on the ros­ 
trum. I am all for Mrs. India Edwards, 
who bawled out the Democrats for being 
rude; but they were just as rude after­ 
wards as they and tile Republicans w’ere 
before. 
The Republicans did all their fighting on 
the floor of the convention, which did them 
damage on television. The Democrats tried 
to avoid that but failed. 
If a1* such conventions are to be on tele­ 
vision in the future, the speeches wall have 
to be shorter, more concise, less repetitive. 
Nobody can watch three or four hours of 
the same thing, particularly w’hen w'hat is 
heard is really without meaning. 
Also, television shows not only the speak­ 
ers but the audience. It does not do a po­ 
litical party any good with the people if 
millions of Americans look at a picture of 
chosen delegates, sent to a convention to 
do serious business, who appear to be act­ 
ing like kids raising hell at a country fair. 
Speaker Sam Rayburn properly told t h e 
Democrats in the first few minutes of his 
speech how to behave like gentlemen. 
Somebody should have told the Republi­ 
cans as much. 
The existing convention device became 
obsolete once the parties permitted televi­ 
sion to show the country what a convention 
actually is, A new type of conclave w i l l 
have to be worked out, a swiftly-moving, 
deliberative body, dealing with its proper 
business without hoop-la and ballyhoo. 
Another matter that will have to be con­ 
sidered is tittie. These conventions run too 
late into the night for the television audi­ 
ences. The most important speeches come 
into eastern daylight time between IO and 
12 p. rn. Some of the most interesting busi­ 
ness happened after midnight, E D T. That 
is too late for some of the states which 
produce large volumes of votes. 
Thus far. at the Democratic Convention, 
Governor Dever s important keynote talk 
lasted about one hour and twenty minutes. 
I do not believe that any audience can be 
held that long for a speech on television. I 
had to force myself to stay with that speech 
which is of major significance because it is 
the outline of the campaign. Everybody fol­ 
lowed the line laid down by the Governor 
except Mrs. Eleanor Roosevelt’s speech, 
which was propaganda for the United Na­ 
tions.

Adlai Stevenson, s ta n d a rd ­ 
b e a r e r for the Democratic Party, 
nerved as deputy to form er S ecre­ 
tary of sta te Stettinius, who head­ 
er! the U. S delegation, at the UN 
P rep arato ry Commission 
meeting 
in London in the fall of 1945 
He 
filled Stettinius’g shoes when 
the 
latter took sick, 
He was "senio r a dviser" to the 
I 
S delegation at the first General 
Assembly of the UN in New York 
g Hie following Ja n u a ry . 
That fall, 
and in the 1947 meeting of the Gen­ 
eral Assembly, he served as an al­ 
ternate delegate. 


IN HIS VARIOUS capacities con­ 
nected with the creation and early 
functions of the UN, Stevenson was 
brought in touch with Alger Hiss. 


He first met Hiss in 1933 when 
both were employed by the AAA. 
Their contact 
at 
this 
time 
was 
"frequent but not close or daily," 
in the words of the controversial 
deposition Stevenson m ade for use 
at the first p erju ry trial of Hiss. 
After 
1933, Stevenson 
saw 
no 
m ore of Hiss for nearly 12 years. 
The two renewed their acquaint­ 
ance early in 1945 when both were 
employed by the State Department. 
In the next two years, Steven­ 
son and 
Hiss 
followed 
official 
paths that verged and crossed 
several times. 
This sort of contact continued 
intermittently into the latter part 
iof 1947, when they had their final 
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in New York. 
At 
that 
Stevenson was a UN alter­ 
nate delegate and Hiss was con­ 
nected with the Carnegie Endow­ 
ment for International Peace. 


Eighteen months passed. Steven 
son now was governor of Illinois. 
Hiss stood accused 
in

federal 
court in New York of lying to con­ 
ceal theft of secret 
U. 
S. 
docu­ 
ments.

PURSUANT TO a court 
order, 
Stevenson was approached on June 
2, 1949, by a U. S. commissioner 
here to answer some questions un­ 
der oath. 
The 
main questions 
concerned 
the length of Stevenson’s acquaint­ 
ance with Hiss, the history and cir­ 
cum stances of their association and 
w heth er—from what Stevenson had 
heard about Hiss from other p e r­ 
sons up until then—he considered 
good or bad the ac cused’s rep u ta­ 
tion for loyalty, integrity and tru th ­ 
fulness. 
Stevenson 
answered 
the 
ques­ 
tions. He said Hiss had a good re p ­ 
utation, am ong their acquaintanc­ 
es in common, on each of the spe­ 
cific points raised. 
Early this sear, Stevenson was 
asked about the deposition in a 
television interview. He 
related 
how it cam e about 
and 
added 
this: 
" I ' m a lawyer. I think that one 
of the most fundamental responsi­ 
bilities, not only of every citizen 
but particularly of lawyers, is to 
give testimony in a court of law, to 
give it willingly and honestly, and 
it will be a very unhappy day for 
Anglo Saxon justice when a man, 
even a man in public life. is too 
timid to state what he knows and 
what he has heard about a defend­ 
ant in a crim inal trial for fear that 
the defendant might later be con­ 
victed."

The public likes debate and is bor­ 
ed by mediocre speeches. But hys­ 
teria such as Senator Paul Doug­ 
las permitted himself is not debate. 
Such discussions as a p p e a r on 
"M eet the P re s s " are more inter­ 
esting than much which happens on 
the convention floor. For instance. 
I saw, on television, a few news­ 
paper reporters take on Governor 
Herm an 
T alm adge 
of 
Georgia. 
That was one of the most interest­ 
ing shows during the convention, 
because T alm ad g e was u r b a n e , 
shrewd, sure of his ideas, co m p e ­ 
tent to state his position, n e v e r 
wanting for idea or word. Some of i 
my colleagues of the press, in con­ 
trast to him, were inarticulate.
